The more things change, the 
more they remain the same — 
so you will likely have noticed 
that the yo-yo is back. 

This time at 98 cents each. 

Maybe the yo-yo craze 
would return every decade or 
two in the natural course of 
things but these days in 
Victoria it's getting a bit of a 
shove. 

At Gallo of Toronto, 
president of National Yo-Yo 
Limited, (“theonly promoters 
of yo-yo tops and bo-lo bats in 
Canada”), has dispatched 
three young men across the 
land to display the wizardry of 
real yo-yo experts. 

Their function, inspire the 
local youngsters, thus 
stimulating sales. 

The three are in Victoria 
until the end of this week, then 
off to Vancouver for five 


weeks and on to Montreal for 
eight. 

Patrick Henry, 17, of 
Toronto, is one of them, a 
pleasant, earnest young man 
with a large crest on his 
sweater marking him as a 
“national yo-yo instructor.” 

He is champion of Halifax, 
he says with a smile, 
"because that's what the boss 
said." 

And he has an educated yo¬ 
yo. having mastered about 25 
tricks which he makes look 
easy. Six days a week he 
conducts half-hour classes 
three or four times a day 
outside corner stores or in 
shopping malls. 

The noisy pushing 
youngsters who flock to his 
demonstrations can earn a 
tiny crest by mastering five 
tricks. There are other crests 


for being able to perform 10, 
15 and 20 tricks. 

If you want your five-trick 
crest you have to "walk the 
dog. spank the baby, spank 
the baby and punch it, do the 
sleeper and go round the 
world.” 

For the 10-trick crest, you 
have to master "over the falls, 
the figure 8, three-leaf clover, 
break away and creeper.” 

Hardest trick, says Patrick, 
is “the sleeper.” When you 
can make your yo-yo "sleep” 
properly, you can handle 
almost all the others. 

He spends part of his days 
visiting schools, telling the 
youngsters times and places 
for the classes. 

Do the schools let him in? 

Sometimes, he says. 
Sometimes they don’t even 
know..

Meetings between Victoria 
Press Ltd. and the Joint 
Council of Newspaper Unions 
were adjourned Tuesday until 
April 2 after a six-day 
negotiating session. 

Union representatives said 
the negotiations were "just six 
days of spinning wheels.” 

Government Mediator 
Clark Gilmour adjourned the 
meetings to allow both sides to 
make an assessment of the 
situation. « 

But union spokesman Len 
Guy said later the reason 
Gilmour had given to both 
sides was that he thought they » 
had hardened their positions, 
and needed time for 
reassessment. 

"We are now in the same 
position we were in 3'-* 
months ago when this dispute 
began," said Guy. 

“Every proposal that the 
company has made on job 
guarantees has had hooks in 
it. For instance, they’ll 
guarantee employment ex¬ 
cept if there is a merger or 
economic recession, or if they 
choose to contract work out.” 

He said the union "bent over 
backwards” to try to reach an 
agreement but the company 
had not been prepared to relax 
its position. 

Victoria Press general 
manager J. C. Melville said 
the latest negotiations failed 
to resolve the issues of job 
security, which the council 
has insisted must be resolved 
before other issues are 
discussed. 

Management began these 
talks, he said, prepared to 
guarantee the jobs of all full 
time employees on the payroll 
before Oct. I, 1973. 

The unions would not agree 
to this, he said, and the 
mediator then proposed a 
formula to apply to the 
composing room which would

The real management nabobs 

plot for future successes 


Browsing through the financial pages this week, idly 
checking the price of porkbellies, shell eggs and soybean 
meal, I stumbled on a report that might change a man’s 
life. So pay attention, all you fellow failures of the world 

Seems that an outfit called the National Industrial 
Conference Board has made a survey of a whole bunch of 
splendidly solvent companies — 151 of them, no less — to 
ferret out the formula of their success. 

Here, clearly, was a veritable treasure trove of know¬ 
how. After all, the methods that give stability at the 
corporation level shouldn't really be much different than 
the methods that might be applied by the individual. And 
here were 151 of them babbling their most innermost 
secrets like schoolgirls at a pyjama party. 

Not that the No. 1 secret is really too surprising. In 
fact, it is so darn simple that you may have guessed it 
already. It is simply this: Without exception these ' 
companies are planning years ahead into the misty 
future! 

That's all there is to it. The day-to-day operations, it 
seems, are left to the lower executive echelons while the 


top brass, the real nabobs of management, are brooding 
over production and problems months and years from 
now. 

Well, sir, when you come right down to it, this 
probably reveals why so many of us are something short 
6f being howling successes. 

Offhand I can think of only one man 1 know who has 
any more than a vague idea of what he’ll be doing a year 
from now or who has set any kind of individual production 
goal for himself. 

The exception is a pal of mine who has become a sort 
of full-time miser, a fellow who is living a wretched life 
while he salts away every possible penny against the day 
when he can escape to a tropical island. 

This is planning, true enough, but in a rather negative 
way. It might be described more accurately as plotting 
and from what I can see, it is anything but fun. 

For most of us, of course, living is a day-to-day 
business in which we seldom anticipate coming events. 1 
freely confess that my own planning goes ahead only until 
this coming Saturday (and then only to noon). If the 


National Industrial Conference Board were to ask me 
what I have in mind a year from now I could only give 
them a sickly smile and a shrug. 

Indeed, on those few occasions when I’ve deliberately 
planned foi something, like the bicycle tour through 
Ireland or reading War and Peace or learning hotel 
management by correspondence, something always 
seemed to come up to steer me in another direction. 

Something Came Lip! There, my dears, is the epitaph 
of broken dreams. 


anything more than a week ahead, it starts to bore me, 
then 1 get a whole wave of doubts if it is worth doing and 
then, like as not, 1 just forget it. This is the difference 
between General Motors and me. 


By "planning", according to this report, the senior 
executives mean a three-way program of research, 
promotion and creation. Thus, right now, the automobile 
makers are finding out what sort of car we're likely to 
want in 1980, how to condition us to its acceptance and — 
almost incidentally — how to build it. 


Fate seems to interfere, too 
I remember a friend of mine with tremendous 
ambition who, when he left university, devised a plan to 
bring himself to the attention of several great 
corporations in a highly dramatic way. 

What he did was to send homing pigeons, in neat little 
crates, to the top executives of a number of firms. 
Attached to each pigeon was a note saying that here was a 
young man of imagination and bold ideas in salesmanship 
and. if they were interested, to simply write a reply to that 
effect, place it in the container attached to the pigeon and 
release. 


The word never crops up, but what this seems to 
imply is an almost inhuman patience and perhaps it is 
patience that most of us lack. I know I do. If I plan

Pauline Tremblay is a 12 -year-old girl from Powell River 
who wants to play soccer on a boys’ team. But after Pauline took 
part in five games last fall. Powell River and District Juvenile 
Soccer Association ordered her off the field. Now the case is in 
B.C. Supreme Court. 

Regardless of the outcome of this latest battle for female 
rights in what has come to be regarded as a male domain, the 
underlying tragedy is that an issue involving a children’s game 
is being decided by adults in a court of law. 

Mr. Justice Alan Macfarlane, in ruling against an injunction 
against the Powell River Association at a hearing in Vancouver, 
felt the best course was to get the Supreme Court trial started as 
soon as possible in order to resolve the issue The trial is 
tentatively set for May 29. 


"The point is that in this case, it’s a game for children, to be 
played for the benefit of children, not adults,” he said. "I think 
this has been lost sight of in what might be termed the legal 

hassle.” 


But it’s an unfortunate fact that children’s sports no longer 
belong exclusively to children. They have become highly 
organized by adults and include all the trappings—coaches, 
uniforms, playing schedules, individual and team awards and. 
in the case of baseball and hockey, championships and 
tournaments at the international level for ll-and 12-year-olds. 


Organized activity in itself is not damaging to children. 
They have survived music lessons, Boy Scouts, Girl Guides and 
Sunday school groups for generations.

Valley logging 
danger to grove 


Logging in the Cameron 
Valley could endanger 
Cathedral Grove according to 
the Port Alberni local of the 
International Woodworkers of 
America. 

It is seeking assurances 
from the provincial forestry 
department that a protective 
strip will be left outside the 
grove to protect trees from 
winds and adverse weather 
conditions. 

“The fear is that if complete 
logging is allowed in that 
particular area, then the 
protected strip of timber that 
,we call Cathedral Grove will 
be blown down in high winds, 
and Cathedral Grove will 
cease to exist." said Port 
Alberni IWA president Earl 
Foxcroft. 

He said there does not ap¬ 
pear to be any immediate 
danger, but little is known of 
logging or forestry depart¬ 
ment plans for the Cameron 
Valley. 

"We are concerned," said 
Foxcroft, "because we think it 
possible that only the grove 
itself is protected and we don't 
want to see the trees 
protecting the grove come 


down before we have a chance 
to act." 

The subject of the grove was 
discussed at the annual 
meeting of the Alberni local, 
when Foxcroft was re-elected 
president. 

Other officers elected were: 
Lynn Larson, first vice- 
president Mike Kokura, 
second vice-president and 
Henry Nedergard. recording 
secretary.

ways are available. Com¬ 
binations of staples to give 
maximum nutrition, for in¬ 
stance, are clearly laid out in 
a pocl ?tbook "Diet for a 
Small Planet". People who 
continue buying inflated 
breakfas. cereals after that 
deserve to be fleeced! 

Sure steak's a luxury. It 
always was. Purchasing it 
less often may help beef 
prices to drop, and certainly 
make us appreciate it more 
when it is served. The lady 
who's not fond of stews can 
investigate unpackaged fish, 
chicken, liver, sausage or 
ham slice.

“I don’t feel school 
premises are a proper place 
for a rifle range," said 
Trustee Harry Graham.

In other business, the board 
agreed to write Education 
Minister Eileen Dailly asking 
that the $2,000 ceiling on the 
annual indemnity paid them 
be lifted.

Municipal administrator W. 
M. Tremayne said the alleged 
road allowance infraction had 
been in the hands of police 
nearly a month and bylaw 
infractions were under in¬ 
vestigation by the inspection 
staff.

That question would have to 
be settled by the courts, he 
suggested. 

The lack of screening alone 
would make the park open to 
criticism, Aid. William Noel 
suggested. It was ‘‘not a 
compliment to this 
municipality. It’s a helluva 
mess,” he said. 

‘‘The problem is we in¬ 
troduce laws but we lack staff 
to enforce them,” said Mayor 
Ed Lum. 

‘‘I can’t accept that,” 
replied Aid. Mel Couvelier, 
urging the bylaws be enforced 
with additional staff if 
necessary. 

The planner was instructed 
to report on conditions under 
which the land was rezoned 
and whether the allegations of 
non-transient use could be 
supported. 

L. E. Durand complained of 
roving dogs, abuse of an 
improved boulevard, 
unlicensed mini-bikes racing 
on roads, and inadequate 
garbage service.

Saanich backs library share 


Early objections to a sub¬ 
stantially higher Greater 
Victoria Library budget 
dissolved in Saanich this week 
as council approved the 
$477,000 municipal share 
unanimously. 

Library board vice- 
chairman Gordon Hutcheson 
and librarian Donald Miller 


appeared before council to 
explain the $1.29 million 
proposed budget for 1974 
operations. 

Cost of providing services, 
including salaries, is the main 
reason for the 16.3 per cent 
rise from 1973 operations, said 
Miller. 


Smoke ban 
up in air 


Saanich postponed the 
adoption of the proposed 
budget because the Saanich 
share is up $69,280, or about $1 
per capita of the $7.50 per 
capita total share. 

Aid. Alan Newberry was 
surprised the final proposed 
budget was even higher than 
the provisional budget to 
which Saanich had originally 
objected. 


“Most erf the increases were 
upon us, no matter what," 
said Hutcheson, referring to 
salary and fixed costs. The 
balance of the budget is for 
programs, and “there is fear 
that unless steps are taken 
forward we will start to take 
steps backward.” 


Aid. Mel Couvelier, Saanich 
delegate to the library board, 


said budget deliberations had 
been careful: “There is no fat 
in it. It has been all cut out." 

About $45,000 of the total is 
earmarked for a second 
branch library in Saanich, for 
which Hutcheson said the 
maximum provincial grant erf 
20 per cent is needed. But 
there was no hope of getting 
that much unless the library 
became regional. 


POLITICS CHARGED 


A three-month debate on a 
new Greater Victoria school 
board policy on student 
smoking ended in stalemate 
this week. 

The board defeated a 
motion to allow students, 
teachers and parents to decide 
whether outdoor smoking 
areas should be established in 
senior high schools. 

Then it tabled a com¬ 
promise proposal which would 
have banned student smoking 
on school grounds during 
school hours. 

Trustee Walter Donald 
supported the original motion, 
saying it provided “what I 
believe to be a valid 
democratic process.” . 

“I think if it were left in the 
hands of students, parents and 
teachers there wouldn't be a 
school in this district where 


they would smoke,” said 
Donald. 

Other trustees opposed any 
encouragement of student 
smoking. 

"It’s contradictory to an 
attempt to promote good 
health habits in the schools.” 
said Trustee Lavinia 
Greenwood. 

Current board policy bans 
smoking by students from the 
time they leave home in the 
morning till they return in the 
evening, a policy almost 
impossible to enforce. 

Trustee Hal Knight said a 
group of high school teachers 
are tackling the smoking 
problem in another way. 

He said an informal survey 
has found 25 teachers have 
given up smoking since the 
debate began.

Butchers wary of popular horsemeat 

Beef prices will have to go a 


lot higher before area con¬ 
sumers will be offered the 
cheaper alternative of horse- 
meat. 

Although meat markets 
report an increasing number 
of requests for horsemeat — 
one of the staples of European 
diets, especially in France, 
most retailers are more than 
wary about getting into the 
business. 

One meat market 
spokesman said he'd do 
almost anything for a cheaper 
type of meat. 

“We really wish we had it, 


because we sure could sell lots 
of it," said the spokesman 
from Gilson's Meat Market. 
But other establishments 
"wouldn't touch it." 


Provincial department of 
agriculture regulations frown 
on the sale of both beef and 
horsemeat by a retailer. “It 
would be the downfall of any 
business. Customers would 
always be wondering how 
much horse meat was mixed 
into the ground beef,” said 
spokesman Dr. Abbie Kidd. 

Retailers of horsemeat 
must be specially licensed by 


the department and all meat 
must be inspected. 

Dr. Kidd explained there 
are two plants in the Prairies 
which export the product but 
there is only one retail outlet 
in B.C., Best Buy Foods in 
Vancouver. 

Best Buy owner Willy 
Kraan, reports “so much 
business I can't handle it,” 
since beef prices skyrocketed 
last summer. 

“I'm a little scared of all the 
business," said Kraan, who 
has 28 years in the horsemeat 
business. He claims the taste 
of horsemeat. although there 


are various methods ot 
cooking, is difficult to 
distinguish from beef. 

Kraan remembers the 
existence of other shops in 
Vancouver which sold the 
commodity about two years 
ago. He says there was more 
horse meat available then and 
the source was primarily the 
wild herds in the Reeky— 
Mountain House area on the 
Alberta-B.C. border. Later, 
however, the herds were 
depleted to such an extent 
they were protected by 
regulation. 

His prices stack up well 


against current beef prices 
with a sirloin steak at $1.53 a 
pound (compared to beef at 
$2.55) and ground meat at 75 
cents (compared to $1.35 for 
beef.) 

That one outlet in the 
province, however, fails to 
compare with the 3,600 horse 
butcher shops in France. 

Eating horsemeat there 
dates back many centuries 
and to most French, eating 
horsemeat is no different than 
eating beef, pork or lamb. 
They have grown up with the 
custom. 

Although most of the horse¬ 


meat was eaten by the 
working class, because'it was 
cheaper than beef, now the 
price is about the same. 

The theme that horsemeat 
is good for the health runs 
through most conversations 
on the subject. Most 
arguments include the fact 
that horsemeat contains very 
little fat and practically no 
gristle. 

Besides ground meat, the 
most popular cuts are steaks 
and roasts. Very little is sold, 
for stews To satisfy the 
French taste, more than 15,000 
horses are slaughtered a year, 


and the majority are imported 
as there are only 400,000 in all 
of France. 

Butchers put the per capita 
consumption figure at about 
4 ' 2 pound a year compared to 
15*2 pounds of beef. 

In Vancouver, Kraan 
reports, his product is sold 
mainly to working people 

He said sales dropped 
slightly during the last two 
months due to unexpected 
expenses such as licence 
plates and autainsurance. but 
as consumers get back on 
their feet, the horsemeat is 
disappearing quickly with 
back to normal counter sales. 


he intended to vote against 
that proposal.

'Vigilantes' in Pacific Northwest 

Law officers worried over widespread citizens' posses 


SPOKANE — Several areas 
in the Pacific Northwest are 
worried over the formation of 
citizen posses, branded by law 
officers and most of the public 
as vigilantes. 

In a copyright story, the 
Seattle Post-Intelligencer 
quotes one citizens' posse 
official as claiming that units 
exist in 60 per cent of the 
counties in Washington, 
Oregon, northern California, 
northern Idaho and western 
Montana. 

The Post-Intelligencer says 
sheriffs disown the bands 
despite their chosen name — 
Sheriff’s Posse Comitatus. 
The name stems from the 
Latin word meaning ‘‘our 
male community” and is 
applied in this case to U.S. 
constitutional provisions for 
mobilizing youths of 18 and 
over in a militia. 

Many law officers consider 
the posses militant and 
menacing. 


and they say they will act only 
when called on by the sheriffs 

However, when sheriffs or 
other public officials “could 
not or would not act," the 
posse could act, even to the 
extent of removing from office 
officials found derelict in their 
duties, according to the 
groups' organizational 
principles. 

•1 think this type ol 
organization has the potential 
to become dangerous.” says 
Spokane Police Chief Wayne 
Hendren. “Despite how they 
start out. they could end up as 
uncontrolled vigilantes."

Posses take over 


But posse members deny 
they plan to take the law into 
their own hands. They claim 
they are a standby force, 
ready to cope with 
emergencies. The constitution 
provides for such posses even 
if the sheriffs don’t want 
them, organizers maintain,. 


Hendren points out that 
established law enforcement 
agencies are controlled by the 
public and he fears the 
possess because they are not 
answerable to the public. 

At Sandpoint, Idaho, a 
citizens’ posse served notice 
on Sheriff Robert H. Wilcox. 
He formed his own posse and 
told the citizens' group: 

“You try lb take the law into 
your own hands in my county 
and I’ll throw your butts in 
jail." 

Spokane County Sheriff 
William J. Reilly wants 
nothing to do with citizens' 
posses. 

“Any group 1 use will be a 



constituted force, under me, 
not a separate police force 
under its own rules," he 
declared. “I believe all of 
them are well-intentioned— 
but misguided and ' misin¬ 
formed. 

“I’m concerned about them 
taking the law into their own 


hands. If they violate the law, 
they’ll suffer the con¬ 
sequences. It scares you. 
Who’s going to police the 
posse?" ' 

• Sheriff Chris Ketner of 
Boundary County in Idaho 
doesn’t mince words: 

“They’ie right-wing 


political activists. They’re a 
bunch of nuts who are running 
in high paranoia . . 

The Post-Intelligencer says 
most of the posse members 
belong to the National 
Association to Keep and Bear 
Arms and a companion group, 
National Rifle Association. 


The guiding force behind the 
movement, the P-1 adds, 
appears to be a Portland 
group called the Citizens Law 
Enforcement and Research 
Committee headed by Michael 
Beach, 70. a retired 
machinery worker. Beach 
claims his group's aim is to 
restore constitutional law to 
the U.S and combat political 
subversion. 

A small blue booklet 
published by Beach's group 
regards the county as the 
supreme unit of government, 
and sheriffs as the most im¬ 
portant law officers in the 
nation, because they are 
elected and not appointed. The 
group views federal officials 
and agencies with suspicion. 

“Why should honest law 
enforcement officers get 
shook up over a group of 
citizens who want to uphold 
the constitution of our beloved 
United States of America?” 
asks Virgil E. Gunning, a 47- 
year-old Spokane paint dealer 
and member-in-charge of the 
Spokane County group. 

Gunning estimates the 
Spokane County posse 
numbers about 2,000. 

Gunning said the posses 
won’t act until called on by 
sheriff, “or if the sheriff could 
not or would not act, but only 
then after acquiring the 


proper warrants from either 
judges or official clerks, as 
prescribed by the law of the 
State of Washington. 

“We are not going to get 
involved in petty things; we 
are there strictly for 
emergencies. We do not intend 
to operate outside the law in 
any way."

It could 
also act in any natural 
calamity, war or an uprising 
by "anarchists or sub¬ 
versives” who might try to 
overthrow the constitutional 
government. 

“There’s no question but 
what they’re vigilantes," says 
Spokane County Prosecutor 
Donald D. Brickett.

Officials say an 
amalgamation of dissident 
youth organizations is ex¬ 
pected to descend on Spokane 
this summer and they fear 
clashes between the youths 
and the posse members. 

Gunning confirmed that 
someone phoned him from 
Stockton, Calif, saying 10,000 
youths were coming to 
Spokane, but that they in¬ 
tended to cause no trouble.

SEATTLE — A former 
member of the Seattle police 
force has been convicted of 
murdering a man who tape- 
recorded his own death. 

Former detective David 
Smith, fired from the force the 
day after the killing, was 
found guilty of shooting 
Nicholas Kyreacos, but his 
lawyer said he would ask for a 
new trial. 

A small tape recorder was 
found in the pocket of the 
victim and the death tape 
contained a plea to Smith not 
to kill him. Smith admitted the 
slaying but said Kyreacos 
tried to kill him first. 


Seven of the nine major 
Arab countries removed the 
five-month-old embargo, but 
Libya and Syria refused to 
follow suit.

WASHINGTON — A 
prominent member of the 
Republican party, New York 
Senator James Buckley, has 
called for the resignation of 
President Richard Nixon. He 
said scandals connected with 
the Watergate affair require 
Nixon to quit. 


Effect of Sirica’s decision is 
expected to be delayed by 
appeals from at least some of 
the men indicted in the 
Watergate case. Nixon's 
lawyers said they had “no 
objection" to the release of the 
grand jury report. 

Members of the House 
judiciary committee ex¬ 
pressed delight at the ruling 
but warned they were 
prepared to press their claim 
for additional relevant in¬ 
formation from the White 
House. 

In releasing the report, 
Sirica said it “draws no ac¬ 
cusatory conclusions.” 

Meanwhile,in New York, 
Rose Mary Woods. Nixon's 
personal secretary, testified 
for the prosecution in the 
conspiracy trial of John 
Mitchell and Maurice Stans. 


B.C. Telephone Company 
needs and wants an increase 
in rates, says its president, J.

In the company’s annual 
report to shareholders, 
Richardson said that both 
earnings and rate of return on 
invested capital were down 
slightly in 1973.

They were cold 
and drafty in the first place. 

But for $5.50, tourists in the 
United Kingdom can discover 
that for themselves. In fact, 
North Americans have a 
personal inyitation from 
Britain's premier baronet, Sir 
Francis Dashwood, to tour the 
palaces, Estates and historic 
sites of his country. 

Sir Francis, who was 
educated at Eton, Oxford and 
Harvard Business School, 
recently completed a whistle- 
stop tour of the eastern United 
States promoting a special 
$5.50 ticket to Britain’s 
historic sites on behalf of the 
British Tourist Authority. 

At one time a promotional 
job would have been regarded 
as demeaning by members of 
Britain's aristocarcy, but the 
austerity that followed the 
Second World War forced 
many of them to open their 
estates to tourists. 

The tickets for Sir Francis’ 
pet tour are from BritRail 


Travel International and 
include his own estate, West 
Wycombe House. 

“The ticket gives admission 
to dozens of castles, acres of 
gardens, great mansions filled 
with masterpieces of art, 
furniture, books, portraits and 
rare historical relics, worth 
several hundred million 
dollars,” Sir Francis explains. 

He is uniquely qualified as 1 
an ambassador for Britain’s 
heritage. The second baronet 
(Sir Francis is the 11th) 
struck up a lasting friendship 
with Benjamin Franklin. 

They drew up a plan of 
reconciliation to head off the 
American Revolutionary War 
and on the day of the Boston 
Tea Party were sipping punch 
together at West Wycombe. 

In his youth the second 
baronet, also called Sir 
Francis, was a notorious rake 
and praqkster. He was a 
founder of the Hellfire Club 
which took part in wild revels 
in an abandoned abbey and 


reputedly dabbled in black 
magic. 

But the second baronet 
somehow managed to grow 
old gracefully and in 1773 
collaborated with Franklin to 
produce a revised Book of 
Common Prayer. Although it 
was disregarded by the 
Church of England, it was 
heavily drawn on for the 
prayer book of the 
Episcopalian Church in 
America. 

Its shortened form was 
designed to help those, as 
Franklin put it, ‘ Whose age or 
infirmities will not suffer 
them to remain for hours in a 
cold church, especially in the 
winter season.” 


OAXACA CITY, Mexico - 
The cult of the magic 
mushroom was practised by 
Indians living In the Sierra 
Mazoteca mountain range 
before Spanish explorers first 
set foot in Mexico. 

Now it is practised by young 
drug users from the United 
states and the citizens of this 
city of 100,000 wish they would 
clear out. 

The hallucination-inducing 
mushrooms grow wild in the 
green mountains around 
Oaxaca, 220 miles southeast of 
Mexico City, and the youthful 
U.S. pilgrims claim they put 
them in a psychedelic state in 
which they hear music and see 
colors more vividly. 

The Indians have kept the 
cult going, chanting and 
stamping in rhythm as they 
eat the mushrooms. Without 
medicines, and eking out a 
miserable existence in a 
beautiful but barren land, 
they look to the “god of the 
mushroom” to heal their ills, 
keep them strong and give 
them fleeting happiness. 

Four years ago, police 
cracked down on the visiting 
hippies and the sale of 
mushrooms. Troops were 
called in to round up the drug 
users in Huautla de Jiminez, a 
former mushroom paradise 
village near Oaxaca, and 
deport them. 

All the drastic measures 
accomplished was to spread 
the fame of the magic

Meanwhile. Oaxaca Hotel 
Association is waging its own 
war on the hippies. 

“The only effective way to 
keep them away is to refuse 
them rooms in the hotels," 
says association president 
Luis Tarasco. “Not only are 
they an eyesore, but they do 
not bathe and they are 
rejected even by their fellow 
American tourists.” 

One hote' manager com¬ 
plained that the hippies 
burned holes in his carpet and 
“behaved scandilously.” 

And so the "no hippies” 
signs are going up all over 
town, but whether they are a 
deterrent is doubtful. 

The hippies still are 
arriving, sleeping on park 
benches and in the homes of 
the poor.

ATLANTA—During the 
1960s, blacks in the United 
States were mainly concerned 
with winning basic civil 
rights. They did it by sitting- 
in. marching on Washington 
and singing “We Shall 
Overcome.” 

According to Vernon R. 
Jordan Jr., executive director 
of the National Urban League 
and one of the country’s black 
leaders, his brothers have 
overcome the civil rights 
problem. They can register 
and vote, run for mayor of 
Detroit, Los Angeles and 
Raleigh, N.C., sit at the front 
of the bus and eat at the white 
man's lunch counter. 

In the 1970s, however, the 
blacks face an even tougher 
fight in winning economic 
rights. 


"I think the fervor is still 
there, the feeling, even the 
drama," Jordan told The 
National Observer. “I just 
think that it's on a different 
stage, at a different time 
and. therefore, it takes on 
not only different characters 
but a different plot. 

“The '60s was a time of 
literally legislating black 
rights, rights that, at that 
time, blanks just did not 
have. It was a time of dealing 
with really very basic, very 
elementary issues. Were 
people going to eat at the 
lunch counter? Were they 
going to sit on the bus?

'Watered education 
negates excellence' 


Dr. Morris Shumiatcher, 
renowned Canadian lawyer 
and author, doesn’t mind 
admitting he’s a reactionary. 

He’s reacting against the 
permissive society "where 
anything goes,” which in his 
view has turned aside the 
virtues of excellence and 
competition and developed a 
generation of “semi-educated, 
psychologically disturbed 
human beings." 

This week Shumiatcher 
brought his message to the 
Victoria Men’s Canadian Club 
and he outlined the symptoms 
and consequences of today's 
permissiveness: 

Schools, he said, are no 
longer places of learning. 
They are places where 
children are sent to have fun, 
and the day has passed when 
the object was to develop 
superior thinkers. 

“The very concept of ex¬ 
cellence in education is 
contrary to the fashionable 
idea of egalitarianism, that all 
men are and should be equal. 

“If Little Johnny can’t 
make the football or 
basketball team that’s fine, 
but let him be advised he’ll 
have to repeat a school year 
and all hell will break loose 
We're told it will destroy his 
ego and cause psychological 
damage. 

“Time and again students 
keep moving up not realizing 
they are failures, and by age 
20 they wind up in the courts of 
the land and then find out they 
are failures and they are not 
ready for the world." 

Today’s university students. 



Schumlatcher 


Shumiatcher said, went 
through public school without 
learning how to read or to 
appreciate their language. 

We are producing literary 
cripples, and even univer¬ 
sities must now require 
courses in remedial English 
. . The young have no 
history, they don't know then 
heritage This country is full 
of more opinions and less 
knowledge than at any other 
time.” 

The permissive era. 
Shumiatcher believes, all 
started with Dr. Benjamin 
Spock and “his bible of per¬ 
missiveness" — the widely - 
used book. Baby and Child 
Care.

The concept of per 
missiveness the attitude 
that everyone is equal and 
must have what he wants — 
makes it appear that 
"everybody wins, nobody 
loses But the fact is that in the 
long run. society loses 

In the long run. the same 
standards will prevail 
throughout society." 

Shumiatcher cited trade 
union hierarchies as an 
example. “At one time," he 
said, "people were paid on the 
basis of merit and production. 


The attitude now, demanded 
by the unions, is that 
everybody must get the same, 
and competition has become a 
dirty word.” 

The arts. Shumiatcher said, 
have been taken over by “the 
New Impuritans, an avant 
garde elite intent on 
destroying the standards of 
Western culture. 

"Films like Clockwork 
Orange, Last Tango in Paris 
and Deep Throat are the 
distillation of all that is worst 
in society They make all 
people equal, drive them down 
to the lowest common 
denominator. 

"Copulating, excreting, 
masturbating — these are the 
things it is fashionable to 
write about, these things 
where all people are equal and 
at the same low level." 

Shumiatcher feels people 
have become so intimidated 
by the so-called experts “that 
we dare not say all this is 
nonsense. We are intimidated 
by the vacuity of art in our 
time, and permissive society 
not only allows this but ap¬ 
plauds the worst." 

He called for a return to 
individualism and common 
sense as the only logical 
response to permissiveness. 

"Society is becoming semi- 
educated and psychologically 
disturbed. We cannot look to 
others for answers. We must 
develop and bear the 
responsibilities of life our¬ 
selves."

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Canadians repeating 
mistakes in wetlands 


EXPRESS OUTDOORS EDITOR 

“The future of this nation’s key wetlands will be decided 
within the next decade — or less. The irony of it is that we are 
aware of it. We have the technology and the financial resources 
to do something about it. Yet, we can’t be sure we won’t lose the 
battle. It is a repetition of man’s apathy which has pushed in¬ 
numerable wildlife species to the brink of extinction.” 

These words by Orville Erickson, president of the Canadian 
Wildlife Federation, serve to introduce preservation of wetland 
habitat as the theme of this year’s National Wildlife Week from 
April 7-13. 

“Destroy the habitat and you destroy the animal or bird that 
inhabits it, just as surely as if you crushed it yourself. The 
removal of a marsh, an estuary, or a delta also means the 
cessation of many other forms of life so necessary to the quality 
of man’s environment,” adds Erickson. 

National Wildlife Week has never been observed to any 
noticable degree in this part of the province and 1974 might be a 
good time to rectify the matter. 

Fish and game as well as conservation organizations should 
grasp this opportunity to focus public attention on local, 
provincial and national problems. It is also an opportune time to 
let the public know what your group has accomplished in the 
past and what it hopes to do in the future. 

Erickson goes on to say: 

“Urban and industrial landfill development schemes have 
in many cases encroached upon wetlands. Flood control 
projects divert waters destined for marshes, some have gone so 
far as to include them. Such short-sighted planning has created 
additional flooding problems. Notable are some hydro 
development projects. Professing to justify their benefits in 
terms of flood control, they in turn flood thousapds of acres of 
fertile valley bottom lands behind their structures ” 

Erickson points out that water flowing into the Athabaska 
delta was usurped with little regard for the consequences, and 
similar developments appear to threaten the Mackenzie and 
Saskatchewan river deltas. 

On a problem nearer to us, Erickson states: 

"Our coastal estuaries, so vital to our fisheries and wild¬ 
fowl, are booming grounds of large industrial plants, serving 
also as cesspools for large metropolitan areas.” 

Subsidized drainage programs on the prairies, recently 
spurred to a greater extent no doubt by the rising prices for

agricultural products, are slowly eliminating the “great duck 
factory” of the North American continent. 

“We have been slow to learn bv the mistakes of our neigh¬ 
bors in the U.S.A.,” said Erickson. 

“They too (Mice drained their fnarshes, and now have come 
full circle in their attempt to replace those wetlands they once 
destroyed. 

“Must we follow the same path?”

Cupboard killers 


Most parents know better 
than to leave medicine within 
reach of small children. 

Many don’t realize how 
many other items common to 
any household could kill little 
ones as fast as a helping of 
iodine. 

Put it this way: If a brushful 
of paint-remover will blister 
the paint from the arm of a 
chair, think what a spoonful 
will do to a child’s mouth, 
throat, stomach. 

One child’s aspirin tablet 
may sooth a youngster’s 
fever. A handful of aspirin, 
devoured in childish glee, can 
be fatal. 

The list of dangerous items 
is long, and many of its i'ern' 
often overlooked — 
everywhere except in the 
Poison Control Centre in 
Royal Jubilee Hospital, and 
similar centres across this 
continent. 

The centre is tied in with 
Jubilee’s emergency ward, 
which now has a resident 
physician on duty around the 
clock, seven days a week. Dr. 
John Leonard, one of the five 
maintaining that constant 
watch, is vividly aware of the 
problem. 

So, of course, are the other 
doctors and the entire staff of 
, the emergency ward. They 
should be. They have almost 
| daily experience in what can 
I and does happen to small 
I children.

months to about three years 
pose the biggest problem,” 
Dr. Leonard said, “but the 
danger remains until a child is 
old enough to know that 
certain things should not be 
put into the mouth, and why. 

"For the toddlers, 
naturally, taste is a primary 
thing. Everything they pick up 
goes into the mouth. At their 
age, even a skull and 
crossbones, or a ‘Bleah!’ 
picture on the container, 
means nothing. 

“Children from three up to 
school age can be told what 
not to taste, and may 
recognize the pictures — but 
there’s no guarantee they 
won’t try too many or too 
much of something they see 
someone else consume. 

“There’s only one thing to 
do: Lock up the medicines and 
hide the key; and keep all 
household materials used for 
cleaning out of reach. 

“I do mean ALL of these 
items. Polishes, cleaners, 
bleaches, shampoo, danture 
cleaners, drain cleaners, 
liniments, turpentine, 
disinfectants — any of these 
can be highly dangerous, if not 
lethal.” 

As for the medicines, Dr. 
Leonard pointed out that an 
adult can read the instruction: 
“Use only as directed ” in the 
eyes of small children, 
however, aspirin, 
tranquillizers, iron pills, birth 
control pills, barbiturates, 


Ban on food ads urged 
for children's shows 


A total ban of food com¬ 
mercials on children’s 
daytime radio and television 
shows has been urged by a 
nutrition committee of B.C. 
school trustees. 

“Cartoons broadcast in the 4 
to 6 p.m. time period, and the 
cartoons on Saturday morning 
television, are generally 
watched by children ex¬ 
clusively . . said the 
committee’s report. 

“Any advertising of food 
products in these time 
periods, to this audience, is 
inappropriate,” it said. 

The committee studied an 


analysis of 319 commercials in 
29 hours of children's 
television done by provincial 
nutritionist Pat Wolczuk. 

Wolczuk found the com¬ 
mercials were 38.5 per cent 
for breakfast cereals, 17 per 
cent for candies, cookies, 
gum, popcorn and other 
snacks, 15 per cent for 
vitamins, 8 per cent 
beverages, and so on. 

Walter Donald, an executive 
member of the B.C. School 
Trustees Association, said the 
committee will probably ask 
that the ban be extended to 
children’s commercials on 


American television channels 
carried by cablevision. 

The nutrition survey, which 
will be presented to the BC- 
STA annual meeting for ap¬ 
proval this spring, was con¬ 
ducted by Vancouver trustee 
Dr. Katherine Mirhady, Sooke 
trustee Isabelle Reader, 
Vernon trustee Hedi Lattey 
and D. John Lynn of the 
BCSTA. 

The committee has also 
recommended: 

— That the education 
department provide 
nutritionists to every school 
district in the province. 

— That the provincial 


government subsidize the sale 
of 2 per cent milk and fruit 
juices in schools so children 
can buy a glass of either for a 
nickel.

even vitamin pills, look like 
candy. “Lock them up!” 

He observed that there was 
considerable pressure on 
manufacturers to mark their 
product clearly as dangerous, 
and to make it as difficult as 
possible for small fingers to 
open. 

“That’s fine, but not the real 
answer. The markings mean 
nothing to the little ones, and a 
determined youngster will 
find some way to reach the 
‘candy’ or a liquid that looks 
like ‘juice.’ 

"The real responsibility 
rests with parents,’’ Dr. 
Leonard said. “By keeping 
anything dangerous locked up 
or out of .reach, they’re 
minimizing the risk to their 
little ones. 

“If, however, a young one 
does eat or drink something 
that quickly and obviously 
upsets him or her, the parent 
should get in touch at once 
with the Poison Control Centre 
or the nearest emergency 
hospital, and get the child 
there as quickly as possible. 

"There they should be 
prepared to tell the staff how 
much the child has swallowed 
(although that’s often 
difficult), when the stuff was 
consumed, and what it was. 
They should bring with them 
the package or bottle 
involved.” 

The centre is ready with 
antidotes for practically 
anything you can think of, and 
if the cause is unknown, the 
staff’s experience can 
indicate from present signs, 
the best course to take. 


Court may decide 


Northern Affairs Minister 
Jean Chretien told Indian 
chiefs this week the govern¬ 
ment would be ready to 
finance a court case to 
determine whether Indians 
should be compensated by the 
province for “cut-off” reserve 
lands. 

Philip Paul, director of 
Indian land claims research, 
said cut-off reserve lands was 
one of the issues raised at a 
meeting of Indian chiefs and 
Chretien at The Empress. 

The issue involves the 
reduction of Indian reserves 
in 1923, as recommended by a 
royal commission composed 
of federal and provincial 
members. 

A total of 37,000 acres was 
chopped off various Indian 
reserves when the native 
population was at its lowest 
point and governments 


thought the Indian people 
were a dying race. 

Paul said it appeared the 
provincial government is not 
ready to negotiate com¬ 
pensation for these cut-off 
lands. 

“The provincial govern¬ 
ment is currently studying the 
implications of the Indian land 
claims,” he said. “It is not 
ready to accept the respon¬ 
sibility for the cut-off Indian 
reserve lands.” 

He said if the B.C. govern¬ 
ment does not negotiate, the 
only alternative would be to go 
to the courts. 

“But we want to avoid the 
courts because British law 
was written for a middle-class 
society," he said. "It was not 
written for aboriginal 
people.” 

The meeting was attended 
by Indian people from various 
parts of the province. 


Chretien said it was an 
“historic and symbolic oc¬ 
casion.” 

“It’s the first official 
meeting to discuss Indian land 
claims in B.C." he said. “The 
federal government 
recognizes that Indians of this 
province have a right to 
negotiate under a George III 
proclamation of 1776. 

The meeting also discussed 
Indian rights to lands of the 
province. 

Unlike other provinces, B.C. 
Indians never signed treaties 
giving up their rights to 
provincial lands. 

Chretien described the 
Indian land question as 
complicated, because both 
federal and provincial 
governments are involved. 

"Negotiations will be 
lengthy,” he said. “1 don’t 
blame Indians for being 
cautious.

Council declines 
parks fire costs 


North Saanich council has 
refused to pay the costs of 
firefighting in the 
municipality's regional parks. 

In a letter to council this 
week, Capital Region Director 
of Planning Tony Roberts said 
there has been a “general 
understanding” in past years 
that municipalities are 
responsible for fire protection 
in their regional parks. 

The letter was in reply to 
one from North Saanich which 
stated the municipality’s 
volunteer fire department 
answered 11 fire calls to Horth 
Hill Park in 1973. 

The calls involved 275 man 
hours and included in the 
letter was a bill for $275. 


In an interview, Roberts 
said North Saanich is the only 
municipality which has ever 
submitted a bill for fire 
protection in a regional park.

Mining profits 
'fantastic' 

— NDP letter 


An NDP news letter 
estimates mining company 
profits in B.C. during 1973 will 
total $300 million, but industry 
spokesmen said there is no 
way profits can be calculated 
at this time. 

The newsletter, produced by 
NDP caucus researchers for 
distribution to the party 
membership, said mining 
profits “have been fantastic.” 

Gordon Gibson (L-North 
Vancouver-Capilano) raised 
the issue in the house this 
week and asked Mines 
Minister Leo Nimsick if he 
had given the $300 million 
figure to the researchers. 

Nimsick said he hadn’t but 
estimated the amount would 
be “fairly close." 

But Jim Tough, president of 
the Mining Association of 
B.C., said “no one knows what 
the profits of 1973 will be.” 

Price Waterhouse con¬ 
sultants prepare a report on 
mining statistics every 
spring, he said, but he has 
asked them to do a survey of 
companies fairly quickly in 


response to the newsletter 
figure. 

Tough said $300 million 
would amount to more than 
the total profits of the last six 
years of production in B.C. 
and the figure is “obviously 
high.” 

Net profit in 1972, according 
to Price Waterhouse, was 
$10.5 million. 

Researchers for the 
newsletter said they 
calculated the profit figure in 
two ways, asing “rule of 
thumb” methods. 

In one method they took a 
total sales figure, reported in 
a newspaper, of $990 million, 
and subtracted total ex¬ 
penditures, as reported in the 
1972 mines department annual 
report, of $630 million, to come 
up with a rough figure of $360 
million. 

The second method took the 
provincial mining tax paid by 
the companies in 1973 and 
worked out the gross profit 
figure it was based on and 
then added an average write¬ 
off total and came up with 
about $306 million in profits.

The NDP government will 
be remembered as “the two- 
buck boys” for its “insulting” 
per capita grants to 
municipalities, a Liberal MLA 
told the legislature this week. 

Pat McGeer (L— 
Vancouver-Point Grey) said 
the annual average inflation 
figure is 10 per cent while the 
government only increased 
per capita grants to 
municipalities by 6.5 per cent 
(from $32 to $34). 

Provincial government 
revenues have increased 25 
per cent, said McGeer, and so 
the municipal share of funds 
should increase 25 per cent. 

The legislature was 
debating second reading of the 
Municipalities Aid Amend¬ 
ment Act which would in¬ 
crease per capita grants by $2 
retroactive to Jan. 1, 1974. 

McGeer was joined in his 
attack by members of all the 
opposition parties and debate 
of the bill was adjourned 
without second reading ap¬ 
proval. 

Jim Chabot (SC—Columbia 
River) said he was 
“disgusted" at the govern¬ 
ment’s treatment of 
municipalities and said the 
government should withdraw 
the legislation and amend it 
giving the local governments 
a fair share of provincial 
revenues. 

Alex Fraser (SC—Cariboo) 
called Premier Barrett 
“super Scrooge" and said the 
increase in per capita grants- 
should be 16.5 per cent to keep 
up with inflation. 

Former Saanich mayor 
Hugh Curtis (PC—Saanich 
and the Islands) reiterated the 
proposal of the Union of B.C. 
Municipalities, which is 
seeking to have an automatic 
escalator factor in the per 
capita grants, tied to 
provincial income tax 
revenues. 

Socred leader Bill Bennett 
agreed the entire system of 
municipal financing has to be 
reconsidered, especially to 
relieve small municipalities 
and districts. 

The bill finally passed 
through second reading after 
several hours of debate 
Monday and Tuesday. 

While all three opposition 
parties criticized the 
“meagre” amount given 
municipalities, only the 
Liberals voted against the bill, 
making it a 47 to 4 vote. 


The well-publicized $25 ear 
insurance which covered all 
provincial vehicles never 
really existed, Transport 
Minister Robert Strachan told 
the legislature this week. 

During the 1972 election 
campaign, the NDP promised 
to establish public car in¬ 
surance and ran ad¬ 
vertisements on the line that 
the government insured its 
own vehicles for $25 a year 
and why couldn’t the public do 
the same. 

Since the establishment of 
the Insurance Corporation of 
B.C., opposition members 
have attacked the government 


for not providing the $25 car 
insurance it had campaigned 
on. 

In the house this week, 
Strachan said the figures 
shown by the Social Credit 
government for insuring its 
fleet “did not include a sub¬ 
stantial proportion of costs.” 

He told the legislature 12,000 
people in B.C. have requested 
rebate forms so far in order to 
apply for refunds of over¬ 
payments on their car in¬ 
surance. 

About 15 to 20 per cent of all 
car owners in the province are 
expected to request rebates, 
he said.

First ratings disappointing 

Third network flop? 


Things went poorly last 
week for a Canadian 
television network and a U.S. 
television comic. 

First ratings came out for 
Canada's third network, 
Global TV, which went on the 
air in southwest Ontario in 
January. In a two-week period 
in Toronto, Global's station 
was seen by only 2.5 per cent 
of the viewers compared with 
20.2 per cent for the CTV 
station and 17.5 per cent for 
the CBC. 


In the U.S., television comic 
Pat Paulsen’s political hopes 
were dashed by a U.S. Appeal 
Court in San Francisco, which 
ruled any TV appearance by 
legally qualified candidates 
for the presidency must be 
balanced by similar 
appearances for all other 
candidates. 

This upheld a U.S. 
government rule which 
Paulsen said barred him from 
appearing on TV purely as an 
entertainer while he sought to

A memorial to Dr. Lewis J. 
Clark, well known B.C. 
conservationist who helped 
save city-owned Thetis Lake 
Park from being sold to 
subdividers, is suggested by 
Howard English, a director of 
the B.C. Wildlife Federation. 

Clark, head of the chemistry 
department at University of 
Victoria before he retired in 
1970, was one of the founders 
of Thetis Park Nature 
Sanctuary Association, an 
organization whose main 
objective is to protect the 
park. 

In the 1950s the city 
seriously considered selling 
the property to subdividers. It 
permitted logging in the park 
and was prepared to approve 
the erection of B.C.' Electric 
transmission lines through a 
section of it. 

Then the Socred 
government sold the drainage 
area adjacent to the Upper 
Thetis Lake—despite public 
opposition. 

Continual encroachment on 
the park resulted in the 
formation of the TPNSA in 
1957. Clark, Ed. Lohbrunner, 
horticulturst, Alfred deMezey. 
businessman, and Adam 
Szczawinski, provincial 
botanist, were its founders. 

Prior to his death, Clark 


was head of a special 
committee working to 
persuade the provincial 
government to acquire the 
drainage area which the past 
administration sold. 

The acquisition of the 245 
acres is necessary to prevent 
pollution of the upper lake. 

Harold Matthews, an 
executive of the association, 
said friends of the park hope 
the government will buy the 
property and the city will take 
steps to dedicate the park to 
protect it for posterity. 

“My only regret is that this 
was not done before Dr. 
Clarke died," he said. 

English said Clark all his 
life fought to improve the 
quality of life in urban areas 
and to protect nature. 

"That’s why I suggest a 
memorial," he said. "Perhaps 
a university building could be 
named after him." 

English observed that 
politicians name highways 
and dams after themselves. 

"These projects are built 
with public funds and the 
politicians didn’t even dream 
them up,” he said. “On the 
other hand, people like Clark 
who do something for their 
communities, withou| pay or 
renumeration, are seldom 
remembered.”

Glass of wine 
benefits aged 
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FRIDAY ■ 


A glass of wine after dinner 
brings out the best in 
hospitalized senior citizens, a 
pyschologiSts’ research report 
in the Journal of American 
Geriatrics has found. 

Older persons become more 
friendly and less in need of 
medicines. Instead of dozing 
in their chairs after dinner, 
they talked to friends or got up 
and danced. 

The report, undertaken by 
Dr. Robert Kastenbaum and 
Dr. Brian L. Mishara at 
Northville State Hospital in 
Michigan, was published after 
some 80 patients with an 
average age of 68 years, were 
surveyed. 

Wine was served for a 
period of two weeks and the 
doctors said it exerted a 
tremendous effect in perking 
up the patients. 

“During the two weeks 
before wine was served in the 
evening, it was often difficult 
to keep patients awake after 6 
p.m. Although it was not 
bedtime, many could be seen 
“dozing off” in the day room. 

“When wine was introduced 
the number of people 
"dozing” decreased sharply. 
Individuals said they had to 
stay up to get their wine,” the 
doctors reported. 


The treat also resulted in an 
amazing decrease in the use of 
sleeping medicine. Patients 
had little trouble getting to 
sleep. 

The doctors report a second 
glass of wine was allowed, but 
most senior citizens were 
satisfied with sipping the first. 

The tasty medicine also had 
other affects. Doctors found 
that “wine seemed to induce a 
greater awareness of the 
continuity of their lives. The 
wine recalled pleasant ex¬ 
periences and those happy 
memories were often re- 
experienced whenever wine 
was served. 

Serving wine to in¬ 
stitutionalized oldsters has the 
effect of making their 
treatment individual “as 
contrasted with a mass ap¬ 
proach to geriatric treat¬ 
ment," wrote the 
psychologists. 

They believe that wine has 
an important role in the 
treatment of older patients in 
hospitals. 

Dr. Mishara is now on the 
staff athe Northville hospital, 
and Dr. Kastenbaum is a 
professor at the University of 
Massachusetts.

Protein won't 
lengthen life 


SAN FRANCISCO - All 
efforts to increase human 
lifespan by increasing protein 
intake have failed, according 
to an American nutrition 
researcher. 

“In fact, evidence has been 
produced to show that high 
protein intake throughout life 
may hasten death from the 
onset of old age,” says Dr. 
Nataniel Calloway, who 
presented his research to the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

Calloway says it is true that 
more people are living to later 
years, but it is simply a case 
of “keeping the individuals 
from dying early rather than 
making them live longer.” 

“The survival of infants and 
children has made it possible 
to have more persons survive 
to the late years of life, but it 
has not been possible to 
increase the number who live 
a hundred years, nor has it 


been possible to increase the 
functional capacity of the few 
centenarians," he said. 

Calloway argues that 
nutrition problems in the aged 
begin at the cradle and even 
earlier. 

“There is accumulating 
evidence that arteriosclerosis, 
which lays the groundwork for 
severe and sudden death by 
heart attack, may be initiated 
during the first years of 
infancy. 

“The loss of body heat and 
the amount of water it needs 
and contains both begin to 
decline very early in life and 
the slowing down in heat 
production is so rapid that it is 
half over by the time the 
individual is two years of 
age.” 

The researcher also said the 
human body needs declining 
quantities of carbohydrates, 
amino acids and proteins as it

U.K. soloist toplay 


Kynaston at keyboard 


England’s leading concert 
organist — Nicolas Kynaston 
— will give a recital in St. 
Andrew’s Presbyterian 
Church next month. 

His appearance in Victoria, 
at 8 p.m. Friday, April 26, is 
part of his first North 
American tour. 

Kynaston earned 
recognition on the English 
musical scene between his 
20th and 30th years while 
organist at Westminster 
Cathedral, London. 

Two years ago he left the 
cathedral to meet the growing 
demands on his time for 
concert performances, 
broadcasts and recordings. 
He now devotes himself 
entirely to a concert career. 

He was born in 1941, one of 
six children of a painter father 
and a violinst mother and was 
brought up with an 
appreciation of the arts. At 
age 15 he won a scholarship to 
study in Italy with the famed 
organist Fernando Germani. 

He completed his training 
with Ralph Downes at the 
Royal College of Music, 
London. His official London 
debut came in 1966 at Royal 
Festival Hall. 

Since then he has been in 
demand throughout the U.K. 
and in Europe. His album for 
EMI, recorded at Royal 
Albert Hall, has been the best 
selling organ record in Great 
Britain for some years. He has 
also recorded for Philips, 
Unicorn, Cathedral, Decca 
and Waverly. 

Kynaston has performed as 
orchestral soloist under the 
batons of Stokowski, Boulez, 
Colin Davis and David 
Atherton. 

The organist lives with his 
wife and small daughter in a 
farmhouse in 
Cambridgeshire.

Working out of an office at 
143 Menzies, de Girolamo and 
his workers have embarked 
on an official survey of 
residents to gauge their needs 
and desires. 

“We just don’t know what 
kind of plans to make until we 
hear from the community," 
said Girolamo.

Country music has been 
with us a long time . . . ever 
since the first fiddler found 
out he could pull a low-down, 
sad but-happy sound out of an 
instrument by twisting the 
melody of a Scottish or Irish 
ballad into an Appalachian 
rhythmn and a tenor found 
that by going high instead of 
low he could tug more heart¬ 
strings than any from Figaro. 

But it’s taken time to grow 
on the so-called sophisticates. 

Spurred, perhaps, by the 
Grand Ole Opry and definitely 
by such TV shows as Hee- 
Haw, the beat of a gut-bucket 
bass and the crying lyrics of a 
beer-parlor lonely widow has 
pushed ‘lonely’ music into a 
category all its own. 

One big reason could have 
been the swing of a local radio 
station into a country and 
western policy a year and a 
quarter ago. 

The biggest reason has to be 
the growing awareness that 
this type of music isn’t geared 
just to long-haul semi-jockeys 
but to the sad and lonely 
person deep within the heart 
of all of us ... the same sad 
and lonely person that the 
poems of Browning and the 
early melodies of Gershwin 
used to slam right where it 
counted — in the upper portion 
of the chest. 

But, to warp the quote of the 
eternal and apocryphal 
Jewish mother, there’s only 
one thing to do with country 
music — sit back and enjoy. 

Even if you cry a little. 

Or a lot.

“Sonny" Bird was like a kid 
with his first ice cream cone. 

At the age of 60, Arthur J. 
Bird, amateur songwriter and 
musician, has a chance of 
becoming a "hit” songwriter 
— on a song written 22 years 
ago. 

The song is called When I 
Am So In Love and it has been 
culled from Peter Foldy’s 
latest album and released 
Feb. 27th as a single on the 
Kantana label. 

It’s currently No. 54 in 
RPM, a Canadian music 
magazine. It cracked the top 
100 at 97 a few weeks ago. 

It was his son, David, who 
got things going. 

“My son is a free-lance 
musical producer,” explained 
Bird. “Right now he’s under 
contract with the CBC in 
Winnipeg. He was 11 when the 
song was written. He always 
liked it and he put it in the 
hands of CAPAC (Composers, 
Authors and Publishers 
Association of Canada)." 

Bird put Foldy’s recording 
on and sat back quietly, 
tapping his toes to the 
infectious beat and the honky- 
tonk treatment of his song. 

When that was over, he put 
on four or five older 
recordings — ail 78s — of the 
same song, including one by 
Juliette, who had a show on 
CBC television for many 
years. 

“I like the arrangement of it 
very much,” Bird said of 
Foldy’s recording. 

When a photographer 
arrived — it turned out to be 
an old friend — it didn’t take 
long for Bird to go over to the 
piano in his Newport Avenue 
home and regale his guests 
with some of his newer songs. 

“I’ve got some dandies,” he 
said, as he began to tinkle 
away, almost oblivious to the 
cameraman setting up for a 
shot. 

Bird couldn’t suppress a big 
smile when he played the old 
recording of the song with 
himself on piano and his sister 
Latsy singing. It was done in 
1952 at CJVI’s studios and 
though the scratchy quality 


one could still detect the same 
beat. 

“This kind of stuff’s coming 
back, you know," he said. 

Bird and bass-player Bill 
Botten are performing at the 
Pro Patria Branch of the 
Royal Canadian Legion on 
Courtney St. 

“You know, people are 
dancing together again," he 
said, arms extended as if 
everyone should be as amazed 
as he was.

Police upset 
by B.C plan 


Municipal policemen in B.C. 
have abandoned their 
traditional non-political role 
to protest the provincial 
government’s proposed 
Justice Development 
Commission. 

The commission—to be 
established under the 
Administration of Justice 
Act—will be “a politically 
appointed body . . . that will 
possess totalitarian control,” 
according to a statement 
released this week by the 
1,250 -member B.C. 
Federation of Peace Officers. 

The policemen note ’‘with 
concern and alarm” that the 
act will allow the commission 
control of courts, prisons, 
coroners’ offices, crown 
counsel, probation officers, 
sheriffs’ officers, legal aid as 
well as “the police forces for 
the purpose of their 
functions.” 

“Why is it necessary to 
control their functions, when 
years ago the British system 
of justice established the 
duties of a peace officer, 
which are further cemented in 
the Criminal Code? 

“What new duties does this 
government seek to impose!” 

When the legislation was 
introduced last month, 
Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald said it would 
assure smooth transfer of 
judicial responsibilities from 
municipalities to the province, 
and would result in 
substantial financial savings 
to the municipalities. 

The federation of peace 
officers, however, feels that 
the legislation provides for 
"sweeping and all- 
encompassing power” in the 
commission. 

“Not mentioned in this act is 
who shall be appointed, how 
many shall be appointed and 
what qualifiaction is 
necessary for appointment. 
Never . . . has such complete 
authority been granted to a 
non-elected entity in this 
province." 

The federation also protests 
the section of the act allowing 
the commission to “perform 
any other function respecting 
the development of justice, as 
the’lieutenant governor-in¬ 
council may order.” 

This kind of legislation, the 
policemen fear, “could be a 
preface to 1984” and “the 
Administration of Justice Act 
would more appropriately be 
renamed the Administration 
of Injustice Act.” 

The federation’s statement 
was mentioned in the 
legislature this week by 
Saanich Conservative MLA 
Hugh Curtis, who said that 
while the NDP government 
might not intend to use the 


“all-encompasing power" of 
the act, future governments 
might. 

Ed Smith, North Peace 
Socred MLA, said his party 
approved the principle of the 
bill but disagreed with the 


sweeping powers granted to 
the commission. 

When the vote came on 
second reading, which con¬ 
stitutes approval in principle, 
only Curtis voiced a dissenting 
vote.

‘Friends' ease poverty 


City will purchase 
key harbor site 


Victoria city council will 
buy the Imperial Oil service 
station property on Wharf — a 
key site in the proposed Inner 
Harbor development — for 
$230,000. 

Final approval to an 
agreement reached last 
December was ratified by 
council at a special meeting 
Tuesday. 

Mayor Peter Pollen said the 
reason for the three-month 
delay in ratification was 
“simple oversight” and was 
not due to any second thoughts 


over what was considered an 
excellent purchase. 

The city will take vacant 
possession of the property at 
the beginning of next year and 
the provincial government is 
expected to re-purchase the 
site from the city on behalf of 
the Capital Improvement 
District Commission. 

No plans have been made 
for the use of the waterfront 
site which will form an in¬ 
tegral part of Victoria harbor 
beautification. 


For the last eight years a 
group of Victorians from 
various churches has been 
meeting at the home of Alan 
and Martha Fox to prepare 
parcels for the mission of 
Father Murray Abraham in 
Kurseong, Darjeeling, India. 

“You wouldn’t believe the 
poverty there,” said Mrs. Fox 
in an interview this week. “We 
are used to so much and they 
have so little.” 

Mrs. Fox started a group 
called the Darjeeling co¬ 
missionaries 12 years ago in 
Fredericton, N.B., when Fr. 
Abraham was on furlough at 
his home in Nova Scotia and 
visited the Maritimes. At that 
time he was getting very little 
help from Canadians and he 
asked some of his friends to 
help. 

Mrs. Fox was one of those 
who responded and, when her 
husband’s job brought him to 
Victoria, she formed a group 
here. A second group is now in 
operation with John Magee of 
Sacred Heart Roman Catholic 
Church as leader. Mrs. Fox is 
in the congregation of St. 
Andrew’s Cathedral. 

In her group are Quakers, 
Anglicans and other church' 
members who meet once a 
month. They mend, pack and 
wrap clothing which has 
already been washed.

Dried soups and milk, jelly 
powder, candy and other 
lightweight food items are 
packed with the clothing. 

In addition to their time, 
members of the group give 
money to cover the cost of 
shipping the parcels. Help 
also comes from several 
churches in the area. 

Mrs. Fox told about the 
school Father Abraham has 
managed to build over a 
period of seven years using 
the labor of the people of 
Kurseong. 


“The school has to be self- 
supporting, she said. “So the 
students are given work 
scholarships. They get their 
schooling and they raise pigs, 
chickens, vegetables and 
flowers at the school.” 

In a recent letter Father 
Abraham told of his mission’s 
poultry project in this town 
high in the Himalayas near 
Nepal. 

It gives work to 108 of the 
poorest boys in the com¬ 
munity who are running the 
project, producing 1,000 eggs 


a day and learning the power 
of co-operative work. 

There was a lot of co¬ 
operation before the school 
was built because the village 
is located on the side of a 
mountain and a site had to be 
dug out of the almost per¬ 
pendicular land. 

The mission now has a 
Montessori school for children 
of illiterate parents and self- 
help projects have been 
started for the parents. 

More than 1,000 poor 
children attend the mission 
school in this town of 16,000 J 
people. 

They are growing in self- 
confidence, the priest says, I 
adding the hope that they will I 
be free to contribute to others | 
not only the fruit of their I 
talents and work but also their | 
spirit of hope and freedom.

The International Wood¬ 
workers of America has lost a 
bid to regain the right to 
represent 252 workers at 
Mayo sawmill in Nanaimo, 
following a certification vote 
Monday night. 

There were 232 votes cast —

Canada, the union which won 
the mill from the IWA a year 
ago. 

Further certification votes 
are slated at three other mills, 
Ladysmith Forest Products, 
Saltair, and Bluebird, but no 
date has been set for the votes. 

Fernie Viala, president of 
the IWA’s Duncan local, 
expressed regret at the lost 
vote, and acknowledged that 


the result could affect voting 
at the three other mills. 

“The fact that these people 
will not be joining us adds 
nothing to their bargaining 
power in 1974 negotiations," 
said Viala. 

“However there is little 
doubt that the industry will 
continue to give the PPWC 
members the same sup¬ 
plements that the IWA will 
have to fight for in 
negotiations.” said Viala. 

He noted, however, that 
while other unions receive 
generally the same wage 
revisions, they do not receive 
•all fringe benefits. 

"For instance they don’t get 
the improvements to the 
pension plan that the IWA 
members get,” he said.
